The first to come indicated a Republican 
gain of about 30 to the precinct.

turns cut this down to 21, and it a t one time 
touched 12. 
It then took an upward rise 
and remained stationary at 18, which would 
indicate that the Republicans had carried 
the state by from 13,000 to 20,000. 
The re­ 
turns showed that lieonard, the Prohibition 
candidate, made big 
gains 
in 
several 
counties of the western reserve, the Repub­ 
lican stronghold, 
In the counties largely 
settled by Germans and in the cities es­ 
pecially, the Republican gains were the 
largest. 
This 
is accounted for by John 
Sherman’s popularity. 
Two years ago the 
counties of Hamilton, Cuyahoga, Franklin, 
Lucas and Montgomery, containing the five 
largest cities of the state, gave Hoadly hi- 
plurality. 
The roturns this time indicate 
that Foraker will carry these by a small 
majority. 
If this is the case his plurality 
willjexceed 20,000 in the (» tato, though later 
returns may reduce this several thousand.

DANGER AND DIFFICULTY. 
Tho-e excavations were carried on 
under 
difficult iy , of every kind, in face of the op 
position of the local governm ent 
and In 
spite of continued fevers and 
lack of funds. 
The iniiio-* w re driven t<> 
extraordinary 
depths; one a t the southeast angle of the 
H aram being eighty ft.ot deep, and another, 
near the northeast angle, 
l*eing 130 feet be­ 
neath tho surface, whore it reaches the solid 
rock. 
In consoquouee of the great 
depths, 
the scarcity of the m ining frames, and the 
treacherous character of the debris through 
which the shafts and galleries wero driven, 
the work was one of unusual 
danger aud 
difficulty , requiring much courage and do 
term ination. 
,s ir Charles W arren and the non-corumis 
tuoned officers of his staff worked constantly 
with their lives in their 
hands, and often 
undertook operations from 
which the native 
workmen recoiled. 
The 
prudence and dto- 
ciplm of the party , however, secured val­ 
uable discoveries without an accident; and 
it is generally acknowledged 
that the results 
are of an im portance which 
fully repays the 
labor and difficulty of tho operations. 
{Sir Charles W arren was the officer w hoso 
courageously entered the desert o? Sinai 
after the late Egy ptian war, « hen he suc­ 
ceeded in capturing 
the murderers of Pro­ 
fessor I’aim er, Gapt. Gill, and Lieut. Shar- 
rington, 
and bringing 
them to justice. 
He 
has since been appointed 
to tho command of 
tho force operating in 
South Africa against 
the 
Boers. The result of his labors in 
Jerusalem and th a t of 
his 
fellow 
ex­ 
plorers is a m agniticent atlas 
published last 
y ear by tlie Palestine exploration fund, con­ 
taining 
a mo d elaborate series of maps, 
plans, elevations 
and engravings, which re­ 
produce the acred city in all its most strik­ 
ing foatffres, accompanied 
by 
a handsome 
volume of descriptive m utter. 
We aro thus 
able to huso un account of the 
ancient topog­ 
raphy of the city on d a ta m ore exact than 
uny previously acquired, and to 
road the 
ancient historic accounts by tho 
lig ht of us- 
certuinod fact . instead of guessing a t 
prob­ 
ability by the aid of descriptions, which, 
however carefully w ritten, are still, as de­ 
scription- an t l*e, vague whore 
tho studont 
require most exactitude and deficient where 
he m ost wi -lios for details. 
SET AT REST. 
But tho really great work which recent 
inve. *ination has accomplished 
has m ainly 
reference, not so much to 
such details as
